difable us from profecuting the War. C 


Yet as the Neceflity at leait deferves the 
Regard of the Legiflature, let us con- 
fider what Motives have hitherto gain’d 
Men over to the publick Service ; let 
us examine how our Land Forces are 


railed, and how our Merchants equip p 


their Ships. How is all this effected 


without Murmurs, Mutinies, or Dif- 


-content, but by the natural and ealy 
Method of offering Rewards ? 

It may be objected, Sir, that Re- 
wards have been already propos'd with- 
out Effeét ;\ but, not to mention thie E 
corrupt Arts which have been made 
ufe of to elude that Promife, by reject- 
ing thofe that came to claim them, we 
can infer from their Inefficacy only, that 
they were too {mall ; that they were 
not {ufficient to dazzle the Attention, 
and withdraw it from the Profpeét of 
the digant Advantages which may arife 
from the Service of the Merchants. Let 
the Reward therefore be doubled, and if 
it be not then fufficient, doubled anew:

are therefore to raife the Reward till 
it thall be adjudged by the Sailors equi- 
valent to the Inconveniencies of the 
Service. 

Let no Man urge that this is Profu- 
fion ¢ that it is a. Breach ef our Truit, H 
and 4 Prodigality of the publick Mo 
ney, Sir, the Money thus paid is the 
Price of Liberty ; it is disburfed to 


hinder Slavery from encroaching, 
preferve our natural Rights from In. 
fraction, and the Conftitution of our 
Country from Violation. If we vote 
away the Privilege of one Clais among 
us, thofe of another may quickly be 
demanded ; and Slavery will advance 
by degrees, till the laft Remains of Free. 
dom fhall be loft. , 

But perhaps, Sir, it will appear up- 
on Reflection, that even this Method 
needs not to be practifed. It is well 
known, that it is not neceflary for the 
whole Crew of a Ship to be expert 
Sailors ; there muft be fome Novices, 
and many whole Employment has 
more of Labour than of Art. We have 
now a numerous Army which burthens 
our Country, without defending it, 
and from whom we may therefore 
draw Supplies for the Fleet, and di- 
ftribute them amongit the Ships in jut 
Proportions ; they may immediately 
affiit the Seamen, and will become able 
in a fhort Time to train up others. 

It will doubtlels, Sir, be objected 
to this Propofal, that the Continent is 
in Confufion, and that we ought to 
continue fuch a Force as may enable 
us to aflift our Allies, maintain oir 
Influence, and turn the Scale of Af: 
fairs in the neighbouring Countries. 
I know not how we are indebted t 
our Allies, or by what Ties we areo- ff 
bliged to affift thofe who never affifted 
us; norcan I, upon mature Confidera- f 
tion, think it neceflary to be always }j 
gazing on the Continent, watching the fj 
Motions of every Potentate, and anxi- | 
oufly attentive to every Revolution. 
There is no end, Sir, of obviating 
Contingencies, of attempting to fecure 
ourfelves from every Poflibility of Dan- 
ger. I am indeed defirous that our 
Friends, if any there be that deferve 
that Name, fhould fucceed in their 
Defigns, and be proteéted in thew ff 
Claims; but think it ought always to ff 
be remembered, that our own Affaiis fi 
affeét us immediately, theirs only by Ff 
Confequence ; and thaq the nearelt fi 
Danger is to be firft regarded.

Inthe fecond Moon of the Reign of 
Wimgul, the Blefufcudians gain'd a 
ViGory over the united Fleets of the 
maritime Powers, which gave them 
for the Summer following the Domi- 
nion of the Channel, enabled them 
to fhut up our Merchants in their Ports, 
and produced a total Sufpenfion of our 
Commerce. 

Thofe, Sir, to whom the Impor- 


tance of Trade is fo well known, will D 


eafily apprehend the Weight of this 
Calamity, and will, I hope, reje& no 
Meafures that have a manifeft Tenden- 
cy to prevent it. 

Our Ships, Sir, do not lie ufelefs be- 
caufe there isany Want of Seamen in 
the Nation, but becaufe any Service is 
preferr’d to that of the Public. 

There are now tomy Knowledge in 
one Town onthe Weft Coaft, no tew- 
er than I'welve Hundred Sailors, of 
which furely a third Part may be juft- 


ly claimed by the public Intereft; nor F 


do I know why they who obftinately 
refufe to ferve their Country, fhould be 
treated with fo much Tendernefs. It 
is more reafonable that they fhould fuf- 
fer by their Refufal, than that the ge- 


neral Happinefs fhould be endanger'd.

Neceflity, abfolute Neceflity, is 4 
formidable Sound, and may terrify the 
weak and timorous into Silence and 
Compliance; but it will be found up- 
on Reflection, to be often nothing but 
an idle Feint, to amufe and to delude 
us, and that what. is reprefented as 
neceflary to the Public, is only fome- 
thing convenient to Men in Power. 

Neceffity, Sir, has heretofore been 
produc’d as a Plea for that which 
could be no otherwife defended. In 
the Days of Chorl the Firft, Ship 

Money 
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Money was declared to be legal, be- 
caule it was neceflary. Such was the 
Reafoning of the Lawyers, and the De- 
termination-of the Judges; but the Se- 
nate, a Senate of Patriots ! without 
Fear, and without Corruption, and in- 
fluene’d only by a fincere Regard for 
the Public, were of a different Opini- 
on, and neither admitted the Lawful- 
nefs nor Neceflity. 

- Jt will become us: on this Occafion B 
toact with équal Vigour, and con- 
vince our Countrymen, that we proceed 
upon the fame Principles, and that the 
Liberties of the People are our chief 
Care. 

I hope we fhall unite in defeating 
any Attempts that may impair the 
Rights which every Li//iputian boats 
as his Birth-right, and rejeét a Law 
which will be equally dreaded and de- 
tefted with the Inquifition of Jberia. 
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I fappofe, Sir, «I fhall be readily 
believed, when I declare that I thall 
willingly admit any Arguments that 
may evince our Safety ;, but in Pro- 
portion as real Freedom from Dan- 
ger is to be defired, a fupine and in- 
dolent Negle& of it is to be dread- 
ed and avoided ; and I ‘cannot but 
fear that our Enemies are more for- 
midable, and more malicious, than 
the Gentlemen that oppofe this Bill 
have reprefented rhem. 

This Bill can only be oppofed up- 
on the Suppofition that it gives 2

A Description of the Ifand of Marta. 


ADESCRIPTION of the land of 


Malta, 6y J] ——-G-———— 


N December 3, 1735, after a Paflage 
of only eight Days from Gibraltar, 
we anchored at Malta, under the City of 
Valetta, with one Anchor on Shore. On 
the 4th the Admiral of the Maltefe Gal- 
lies came on Board, and was faluted with 
15 Guas, and at his Return with 17: On 
the fame Day we faluted the Comman- 
der of the Navy, with the fame Number 
as the Admiral. On the 6th, we falnted 
the Englifh Conful, who paid us a Vifir, 
with 11 Guns at his Departure. 

Having obtained Leave to be on Shore 
while the Ship lay here, I had an’ Op- 
portunity of mat g every Thing remark- 
able in the Ifland, The firft Obje& of 
my Regard was the City Valetta, a City 
for; Situation, Fortifications, and regular 
Stone-Buildings, inferior to none} in ‘the 
World: There is thirty Fathom Water 
clofe to its Walls ; the Entrance into the 
Harbour is fecured, not only by a ftrong 
Caftle on Burga Side, called St Angelo, 
and another which overlooks the City 
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the one is the Bufto of a Grand Mafter 
deceafed, upon 2 Marble Pedeftal, fup- 
ported at one End by a Térk} kneeling on 
one Knee, with ‘his ‘Hands pinioned be- 
hind him, and hanging down his Head, 
with a Countenance much dejedted : At 
the other End is a Moor in the fame’ Po 
fture, except that inftead of a dejeéted 
Air, and a drooping Head, he ‘turns his 
Face over his righe Shoulder, arid with a 
ftern Afpe& looks the Bufto full in’ the 
Face. The other Piece is the R en- 
tation of a Woman fuckling her Infante ; 
in her Face may be feen all the innocént 
Pleafure of a fond Mother.’ The whole is 
beyond any Defcription. 

Having ftaid the Service, and heard’a 
great deal of fine Mufick, I went next to 
the Grand Mafter’s Palace, which is buile 
of Stone rather ftrong than handfome. 
The infide is execeding grand, being 
hung, they fay, with the fineft Tapeftry - 
and Faincob' the World.: The Tapeftry 
is chiefly Landskips, bur the Paintings re- 
prefent the A@ions of their Warriors and 
Sea-Fights, with the remarkable Battle in 
five Pieces, that was fought betweew 
them and the Turks ;'the laft Siege’ of! 


Valetta, both mounted witha great Num- D Valetta, when the Turks to the Nember 


ber of large Brafs Guns, but in every 
Shop facing the Harbour is a 24 Pounder 
fix’d on a Carriage, making a large and 
very regular Battery : The City has five 
Gates on the Land Side, in Appearance 
not very ftrong, yet well fecured by treble 
chamber’d Mines, and they have fuch E 
alfo {catered all over the Ifland. To pre- 
vent the Calamities of a long Siege, their 
Magazines are ftored always with Provi- 
fions for feven Years. 

Here St Fobn’s Church foon excited my 
Curiofity ; ic makes but an indifferent out- 
ward Appearance, but that is fufficiently p 
overballanced by the Beauty of its Infide ; 
its Arches are hung with Scripture Pieces 
of moft curious Tapeftry, reprefenting the 
Miracles of our Saviour, one Piece to 
tach Arch. The Altar is prodigious 
grand; the Communion Table is of 


wrought Silver, with Candlefticks and G 


Lamps of the fame Metal. The Floor is 
laid with large white Marble Grave- 
ftones, in very beautiful Order, with the 
Arms of the deceafed Knights, inlaid with 
Jafper, red, and Gold vein’d Marble, and 
a Latin Epitaph upon each. 

Over the Alrar hang the Keys of the 
Gates of Rhodes, which the Maltefe 
brought along with them, when ‘they 
were driven from thence by the Turks. 

Near the Altar are two Pieces of Sculp- 
ture wonderfully beautiful and furprifing ;

of 100,000 attacked the five Gates of the 
City at once: The Maleefe fet Fire to 
their Mines, which did fo great Execi- 
tion, that the Turks were glad to raife 
the Siege with the Lofs of half cheir 
Army. 

In one cf thefe Pieces is reprefented a 
Maltefe Man of War attacking and finking 
three Turks of equal Force ; in-another is 
feen one of their Ships lying by for nine 
Sail of Turks, and in another the Turkifh 
Fleet difperfed, and the Maltefe taking 
two of them. 

In another is {een in one Part a Turkifh 
Man of War in a Bay at Anchor, and a 
Maltefe Frigate of 3> Guns failing in with 
Englifh Colours, and the other, the 
fame Ship taking her into Malta. 

After having viewed the Stare-Room, 
fine Canopy, @c. 1 went to the Caftle 
to fee the Turkifhb Admiral who is a Pri- 
foner there, and was taken, they told 
me, by the following Stratagem. The 
Turk lying at Anchor under one of 
the Iflands of the Archipelago, was feen 
by an Englifh Vefle), who prefently after 
meeting with a Maltefe Man of War at» 
tended by a {mall Slwop, acquainted them 
with it, upon which the Ship and Sloop 
failed almoft round the Ifland, { as to be 
unperceived by the Enemy, tiil they came 
near the Mouth of the Bay, when the 

Sloop was ordered to fail into the Bay 
Axx ; with 
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with Englifhb Colours, to take a Trip {tant pecking of the Roof to fupply_ Vire 


round, and at his coming out to fire a 
Shot at the Zurk, and then hoift the 
Malta Crofs; all which the Sloop per- 
formed. The Turk as {oon as he faw the 
Colours. changed,. flipe his Cable, and 
purfued the Sloop with ail. the Sail he 
could make, wheo immediately the Ma/- 
tefe Ship bore down direétly upon him, 
poured.in a Broadfide, and in two Hours 
took him. 

This Admiral, is allowed two Shillings 
a Day; the Price for his Ranfom is 35000 
Piaftres or Crowns,- A Gentleman who 
was with me, asked him if he had any 
Commands to Confiantinople, whither he 
was then bound ; he ,an{wered very fur- 
lily, What had ke to do with Couttanti- 
nople ? He knew no. Friend there that 
went ranjom him. Upon which we left 

im. 

The next Day cight of us hired two 
Calafhes to carry us about four Miles 
from Valetta, to fee St Paul's Cave, or 
Dwelling-piace,. when he was fhip- 
wreck’d upen this Land, over which is 
built a very plain-and handfome Church, 
not ovetitock’d with Images or Paintings ; 
the few. Pieces there being very neat, 
chiefly reprefenting the Virtues and Death 


of St Pubhus, who was Prince of this Ifle, 
and converted by Sct Pana! himfelf; in 
fome he is feen preaching in various Pof- 
tures, the People in their Looks expref- 
fing the greateft Aftonifhment, and in 
anuther reprefented torn to Pieces by 


Lions. . We then went into the Cave de- 
feending about 15 or 16 Steps. It is now 
divided. into two Parts, the fartheft 
being called by them his Dormitcry. 
Fronting us as we entered, is a very fine 
Piece ot Scitipture of Se Parl, in Marbie 
done by a Maltefe, (Seignior Gaffa) at 
Rome, the Beauty of which occationed 
fuch Envy in the Romans, who thought 
themfelves outdone, that they poifuned 
the -Artiit. 

On each Side is a fmall Figure (ina 
Glafs) of Wax-work, that on the left be- 
ing St Fohbn the Evangelift, but the other 
I could not find out. 


The firft Mafs in this Ifland they tell ” 


us was celebrated by St Pasi himfelf. 

In another Arch is a Piece of Sculpture 
in Wood, of St Luke, holding inhis Hand 
a Bafio Relievo ct our Saviour, the lowe 
er Part refting upon his Thigh. This 
was all that was remarkable in the firlt 
Part of the Cave. 

To the left of St Lake we went thro’ 
an Arch into the Dormitory ; a Place half 
filled with Duft, occafiened by the cone

tuofos with Religues, It is not quite fo 
big as the other, being not more” than 
ten Peet fquare ; this the Inhabitants af-, 
firm was St Pasl’s.Bed.chamber ; there 
are but two {mall Pieces of Sculpture in 
it, viz. St Peter and St. Paul, about two 
Feet high upon Pedcftals. 

The People here are fo filly as to affirm, 
that notwithitanding the conftant peck. 
ing in this Place, its Dimenfions are not 
at all enlarged, as in digging and cutting 
common Pits and Ditches, and alfo that a 
little of the Powder of this Rock taken 
inwardly in a Glafs of Wine, or rubb’d 
upon any Part bit by aSerpent, or any 
venemous Beaft, will immediately pre. 
vent all the il! Symptoms that otherwife 
attend fuch Accidents ; but at the fame 
time they teli ws, Faith is very neceflary, 


Cand will in this Cafe greatly forward the 


Cure. 

From hence we went to fee a Piece of 
Sculpture of St Paul, which ftands faci 
the Road upon an OSogon Pedeltal, an 
that upon a very regular circular Mount, 
about twelve Yards in Diameter, which 
Mount the Inhabitants fay is a natural 
Rock, and the very Spot where St Paul 
ft.od. when he preached firft to the 
Ifland ; he is reprefented with an ex. 
tended Arm, his fore Finger protruded, 
and a large Folio, (which I wonder how 
he came by, as the Ship and every thing 
was loft, except the Lives of the People, 
and as he was the firft Chriftian that ap- 
peared on that Ifland) fufpended_ under 
his Lefe Arm, which we were told was 
the New Teftament. The Figure in gee 
neral is tolerable, but wili not bear a par- 
ticular Examination, it having no Eyes, 
which St Paul had all the time of his 
Miniftry. 

From hence we went. to fee the Cata- 
combs; or the Retreats and burying Places 
of the perfecuted Chriftians : We having 
all of us a Wax-Candle lighted in each 
Hand, followed our Conduétor through 
a very narrow Door-Cafe, down an in- 
numerable Number of Steps, I believe 
near half a Mile. The Multitude of 
Turnings and Windings furprized us 
very much; at leagth we arrived at the 
Bottom, which is very fpacious, and runs 
three or four Miles. There are the Re- 
mains of two Mills, which they ufed. to 
grind their Corn with, cut. in the {olid 
Rock. 

EveryTurning as we paffed,and on eves 
ry Side were Coffins cut above each other 
like Englifh Watering Troughs, but there 
was one confiderably larger than the he . 

waic 
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which our Condudor told as was that of 
the Emp. Lorus. Thefe Coffins are not 
feparate, or moveable, but fix, feven or 
eight according as the Rock would per- 
mit, were cut together. 


Upon feeing a large Paflage ftop’d up, A 


asked the Meaning, and was told by our 
Conduétor, that fome Gentlemen Stran- 
gers having a Curiofiey to fee how far 
the Place went, by fome Accident had 
their Lights put out, and could never find 
their way back: But [ rather chink it 


js a Magazine, or ‘a Paflage to fome of p 


their Mines, which they have almoft all 
over the Ifland:; for this Place, though fo 
deep, is yet as dry as a Chamber. 

Being well tired here, we took our 
Calafhes, and went to view Civita Vec- 
chia, or the old City, in which is no- 
thing remarkable except the Church, 
which is the neateft and cleaneft thar I 
ever faw ; the Body of it is very large 
and light; the Walls and Pillars well 
white-wafhed, and not the leaft taudry 
Work of Painting about it. 

Our time being fhort, Night coming 
on we came away, ftopping no where, 
but at the Gate, whilft I touk the follow- 
ing Infcription.

The next Day I went to fee the public 
Hofpital for the fick and wounded, which 
is in length about two hundred Yards, and 
about twenty broad. In the Middle of it 
is an Altar for the Exercife of their Re- 
ligion, being the Roman; the Beds on 
each Side are ranged in very pretty 
Order, with blue Vallens, and Curtains 
to each: Between every two is a {mall 
Table, covered with clean Linnen, and a 
Silver Porringer, with a Plate and Spoon 
upon it of che fame,the hofpital being ferv’d 
in nothing but Plate: A daily Allowance 
of Wine is given to fuch whofe Strength 
can bear it. And co prevent the Phyfician,

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Surg _and Apothecaries from being 
neg ~ 73 in arr aa and alfo to fi¢w 
a good Example to all Officers conee 
there, the fick are. atrended by othe 
Knights every Day in their Turn, and 
every Friday the Grand Mafter himfelfis 
obliged to vifit them in Perfon. 

If any Stranger fhould meet with an fll 
Accident there, the Hofpital is opened to 
him; and if of a different Religion, he 
has a private Room’ ordered hit for the 
free Exercifé of his own. It is upon the 
whole, the moft compleat Work that I 
wt tay or — of, 

is Day at Dinner, the Mafter of th 

Tavern offered to fell me one ot the Eyes 
of the Viper that bic Se Pasi, for five 
Shillings, but [had neither Credolity nor 
Money for fuch Purpofes. J afterwards 
found, that the fame Viper left as many 
Eyes and Teeth behind; when it diced 
as there are Inhabitants in the Ifland . 
fome of which are fet in Silver and Gold, 
which to fome filly ‘Devotees they make 
good Advantage of. What they ‘deceive 
them with, are the Eyes and Teeth of 
Fifhes. 

As to the Maltefe.in general, they are 
a very civil People, never refuling to 
fhew a Stranger whatever is curious in 
the Place. 

The Knights are as polite a Number 
of Gentlemen as any in the World, and 
as complaifant in their Behaviour as the 
French. 

The Women are but indifferent! - 
tured; bue free in their Behavioue, er 
merry in their Converfation. 

There are three Convents in Valetta ; 
one in particular for penitent Whores, 
very poorly ftock’d, the others do not 
deferve any particular Obfervation.

Whether the BR 1T 18H Government it 
clines move to abfolute Monarchy, or 
to a Republick. 

Mr D’ANVERS. 
T affords a violent Prejudice againft al- 
moft every Art and Science, that no 
prudent Man, however fure of his Prin- 

ciples, dare prophecy concerning any E- 

vent, or foretel the remote Confequences 

of Things. No Phyfician will venture to 
prenounce about the Condition of his Pa- 
tient a Fcrtnight or a Month after ; and 

{till lefs dare a Politician foretel the Situ- 

aticn of publick Affairs a few Years hence. 

Harrington thought himfelf fo fure of his 

genera] Principle, That the Balance of 

Power depends on that of Property, that he 

ventured to pronounce it impoffible ever 

to re eftablith Monarchy in England; but 
his Book was {carce publifh’d when the 

King was refiored 5 and we fee that Mo- 

narchy 
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sarchy has ever fince fubfifted upon the 
fame Footing as before. Notwithftand- 
ing this unlucky Example, I will venture 
to examine a very important Queftion, 
viz. Whether the BRIT 18H Government 
inclines more to abfolute Monarchy, or to 
a Republick, and in which of thefe two 
Species of Government it will moj? proper- 
hy terminate? As there feems not to be 
any great Danger of a fudden Revolution 
either Way, I fhall, at leaft, efcape the 
Shame attending my Temerity, if I fhould 
be found to have been miftaken. Thofe, 
who affert that the Balance of our Go- 
vernment inclines towards adfolute Monar- 
chy, may fupport their Opinion by the 
foliowing Reafons. —That Property has a 
great Influence on Power cannot be deny- 
ed; but yet’. the. general Maxim, that 
the Balance of the one depends upon the 
Balance of the other, rautt be received with 
feveral Limitations. It is evident, that 
much lefs Property in a fingle Hand will 
be able to counterbalance a greater. Pro- 
perty in feveral Hands ; not only ;becaufe 
it is difficult to make many Perfons ‘com. 
bine in the fame Views and Meafures, 
but alfo becaufe Preperty whien united, 
caufes much greater Dependence, than 
the fame Property when difperfed. An 
hundred Perfons of a 1coo/. a Year a- 
piece can confume all their Incorne, and 
nobody fhall ever be the better for them, 
except their Servants and Trade[men, who 
juftly regard their Profits as the Produ& 
of their Labours. But a Man poffefs’d 
of a 100,000/. a Year, if he has either 
any Generofity or any Cunning, may cre- 
ate a pay Dependance by Obligations, 
and ftill a greater by Expectations. Hence 
we find that in all free Governments any 
Subje@&, exorbitantly rich, has always 
created Jealoufy, even though his Riches 
bore no Manner of Proportion to the 
Riches of the State. Craf/is’s Fortune, 
if I remember well, amcunted only to 
3000 Talents a Year, (about 400,000 /. 
Sterl. ) and yet we find, that though his 
Genius was nothing extraordinary, he 
was able, by Means of his Riches alone, 


to counrer-balance, during his Life-time, G Pretenfions. 


the Power cf Cefar, who afterwards be- 
came Maffer of the World. The Wealth 
of the Medicis made them Mafters of Flo- 
rence, though it is probable, it was very 
inconfiderable, compared to the united 
Property of that opulent Republick. 
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Thefe Confiderations are apt to make 4, 


ore entertain a very magniticent Idea of 
the Britifh Spirit and Love of Liberty ; 
fince we could maintain our free Govern 
ment, during fo many Centuries, againft 
our Sovereigns, who, befides the Pc wer, 
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Dignity and Majelty of the Crown, have 
always been pofiefs’d of much, more Pro. 
perty, than any Subject has ever. enjoyed 
in any Commenwealth. But. it may. be 
faid, thatthis Spirit, however great, wiil 
never be able to fupport itfelf again{t thae 
immenfe Property, which ‘is now lodged 
in the.King, and is ftill increafiag. Upon 
a moderate Computation, there We near 
three Millions at the Difpofal of th®,Crown. 
The Ciyil Lif# amvunts to near a Mil. 
lion. ‘The Colleétion of all .Zaxes to au- 
other Million ; and the Exployments in the 
Army and Navy, with the Ecclefiafical 
pe a its, above a Third. A mon- 
ftrous Sum! and. what may, be_ fairly 
compuacd to, be more than a. thirtieth 
Part of the whole Income and. Labour 
of the Kingdom. When we add to this 
immenfe Property, the increafing Luxury 
of the Nation, our Pronenefs to Corrup- 
tion, together with the great Power. and 
Prerogative of the Crewn, and the Com- 
mand of fuch numerous military Forces, 
it is greatly to be fear’d that without ex- 
traordinary Efforts, we fhal] not be able 
to fupport our free Government, much 
longer under all thefe Difadvantages. 
On the orher Hand,thofe who maintain 
that the Biafs of the Britifh Government 
leans towards a Republick, may fupport 
their Opinion by very {fpecious Argu- 
ments. Ite may be faid, that tho’ this 
immenfe Property in the Crown, join’d to 
the Dignity of the firft Magiftrate, and to 
many other Powers and Prerogatives, 
fhould naturally give it a greater Influ- 
ence; yet it becomes lefs dangerous to 
Liberty on that Account. Were Britain a 
Republick, and were any private Man 
poffefs’d of a Revenue, a third, or even 
a tenth Part fo large as the Crown, he 
would very juftly excite Jealoufy ; be- 
caufe he wou!d infallibly have great Au- 
thority in the Government; and fuch an 
irregular. Authority, not avow’d by the 
Laws, is always more dangerous than a 
much greater Authority, which is de- 
rived from them. A Man poffefs’d of 
ufurp’d dushority can fet no Bounds to his 
His Partifans have Liberty 
to hope for every Thing in his Favour ; 
his Enemies provoke his Amb‘tion, with 
his Fears, by the Violence of their Oppo- 
fition ; and the Government being thrown 
into a Ferment, every corrupted Humour 
of the State naturally gathers to him. 
On the contrary, a legal Authority, tho’ 
very great, has always fome Bounds, 
which terminate both the Hopes and Pre- 
tenfions of the Perfons pefiefs’d of it. 
The Laws muft have provided a Remedy 
egainit its Excefles; fuch am tminent Ma- 
Ziftrace 
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giffrate bas much to fear, and little to 
hope from his Ufurpations ; and as his /e- 
al Authority is quictiy fubmitted to, he 
has lithe Temptation and little Opportu- 
nity of extending it farther. Befides it 
happens, with regard to ambitious Aims 
and Projeéts, what may be obferved with 
regard to Sects of Philofophy and Religion. 
Anew Se& excites fuch a Ferment, and 
is both oppofed and defended with fuch 
Vehemence, that ir fpreads always fafter, 
and multiplies its Partizans with greater 
Rapidity, than an 
nion. recommended by the San@tion of the 
Laws and of Antiquity. Such is the Na- 
ture of Novelty, that where any Thing 
pleafes, it becomes doubly agreeable if 
new ; but, if it difpleafes, it isdoubly dif- 
pleafing on that Account; and in moft 
Cafes the Violence of Enemies is favour- 
able to-ambitious Projects, as well as the 
Zeal of Partizans. 

It may farther be faid, that tho” Men 
be very much govern’d by Intereft, yet 
even Interef itfelt is merely govern’d by 
Opinicn. Now there has been a very fud- 
den, and a very fenfible Change in the 


Opinions of Men within thefe laft fifty p 


Years, by rhe Progrefs of Learning and 
Liberty. Mott People, in this Ifland, have 
divefted themfelves of all /aperftitious Re- 
werence to Names and Authority. The 
raere Name ef King commands little Re- 
fpeét, and to talk of him as God’s Vice- 
gerent upon Earth, or to give him any 


of thefe magnificent Tities, which for- E 


merly dazzled Mankiud, would but excite 
Laughter. Though the Crown, by Means 
of its large Revenucs, may maintain its 
Authority in Times of Trarquilliry, upon 

rivate Intereft and I. fluence ; yet, as the 
fen Shock or Convulfiuns mult break all 
thofe Interefts to Pieces, the kingly Power, 
being no longer fupported by the ferrled 
Opinions and Principles of Men, may be 
in Danger of a Diffolution, Had Men 
been in the fame Difpofition at the Reva 
Jazion, as they are at prefent, Monarchy 
would have run a great Rifque of being 
entirely loft in this Ifland. 


Duift I venture to give my own Opi- G 


nion, amidit thefe oppofite Arguments, I 
would affert, thar unlefs there happen fome 
extraordinary Convu!fion, the Power of 
the Crown, by Means of its lage Revenue, 
is rather upon the Increafe ; tho’ at the 
fame Time I own that its Progrefs feems 
ro me very flow, and almoft infentible.

Rapidity, to the Side of the popular Go- 
wernument, and is jut beginning to turn 
towards Monarchy. ’Tis well known that 
every Goverament mult come to a Pericd,

+ laft, we fhali at length, 





and that Death is unavoidable to the pol. 
tical as well as the natural Body. ‘Butas 
one Kind of Death may be preferable to 
another, it may be enquired; whether it be 
more defireable for the. Britifh Govern. 
ment to términate in a popular Government, 
or an abfolute Monarchy ? Here I would 
declare trankly, that though Liberty be 
abfolutely preferable to Slavery, in almoft 
evéry Cafe, yet I would rather with to fee 
an abfolute Monarch than a Republick in 
this [iland. For, let us confider wha 
Kind of a Republick we have Reafon to 
expect. The Queftion is not concerning 
any fine imaginary Republick, which.a 
Man may forma Plan of in his Clofer. 
There is no Doubt but a popular Govern 
ment may be imagined. more perfect than 
abjolute Monarchy, or even our prefen 
Conflitation. But what Reafon havé we 
to expect that any fuch Government will 
be ever eftablifh’d in Britain, upon the 
Diffoiution of our Monarchy ? If ary fingle 
Perfon acquires Power to take our Conf. 
tution to Pieces, and fet up 2 new one, he 
is really an abfolute Monarch,and we_have 
had already an Inftance of this Kind, {uf 
ficient to convince us, that fuch, a Perfon 
will never refign his Power, or eftablith 
any free Government. Matters, therefore, 
mutt be trufted to their natural Progrefs 
and Operation, and the Hosfe of Commons, 
according to its prefent Conftitution, in 
fach a popular Government. The Incon 
venience, atrending fuch a Situation of 
Affairs, prefent themfelves by thoufands. 
If the Houfe of Commons, in fuch a Cafe, 
ever diflolves itfelf, we may look fora 
Civil War every Eieétion ; if it continues 
itfelf, we fhall fuffer all the Tyranny of 
a Faction, fubedivided into new Faéfions; 
and as fuch a violent Government cannot 
after infinite Con- 
vullions, find Repofe in abfolute Monarchy, 
which it would have been bappier for us 
to have eftablifh’d peaceably in the Begin. 
ning. Abfolute Monarchy is therefore the 
eaficit Death ; the true Exthenafia of the 
Britifh Conflitution. 

Thus have we Reafon tobe more jealons 
of Monarchy, becaufe the Danger is more 
imminent trom that Quarter. We have 
alfo Reaf n to be jealous of popular Govern. 
ment, becaufe that Danger is more, tere 
rible. This may teach usa Lefion of Mo» 
deration in all our political Controverfies.

will fucceed him; for altho’ all his 
Friends and Relations are fuch f{weee 
Creatures, that they are the Wonder of 
the World, yet who will fay chat he 
empties the publick Purfe to fiil their pris 
vate Purfes ? Does he not, like an 
honeft Man, provide for them out of his 
own private Pocket, without thrufting 
F them in to fpoii the publick Bufinefs by 

their Ignorance and Incapacity ? 

A; this great Man knows that to watch 
over the Morals of tke People, and oppefe 
ail Attempts againf? the Virtue of the 
Commonwealth, is the efiential Duty of a 
M— ; and becaufe the Praftice of Bribery 
muj? certainly end in the Ruin of the Cons 
ftitution, that is the very Reafon wby he 
hath fo remarkab'y exerted himfelf in 
punifbing the Offerer, as well as the Ree 
ceiver of Bribes ; and we are the more 
obliged to him for ir, for if his Condué&

If every landed Man feels Lands fall, 
and his Rents worfe paid than ever’ they 
were before; if the Farmer finds the 
Market fink ; if Houfes lie empty and 
their Rents fail; if the Planter in oar 
Iflands, whofe Income depends -upon 
Trade, finds his Eftete alfo Jeflen’d; if 
the Merchant neither exports, nor the 
Clothier works up as much of our Mant. 
fa€tures as formerly ; and if the Labour. 
er be retrenched in his Wages or wants 
Employment, we may ask from whence 
does this Wealth arife ? 

Another Symptom of the Scarcity of 
Money among the Gentry is, that Ge 
ming is declin’d ; not that the Spirit of 
Gaming is dead, for they play ftill when. 
ever they have Money, but every Body 
fees they are forced to leflen their Stakes; 
and if Things decline a little longer in 
the fame Proportion, I fhall expe& ro fee 
the prettieft Fingers in England employ- 
ed at Penny Quadrille—The Wife of a 
Placeman may indeed draw out a long 
Purfe, and infule the Company with the 
Ottentation of her Wealth ; but if the 
will not play at {mall Game, fhe mut 
play alone. 

In fhert, we fhall be forced to leave off 
our Vices in fpight of the bad Example 
fhewn us by thofe who have engrofied 
the little Wealth left inthe Nation. A 
Perf.n out of publick Employment, and 
who never hath a Share in any Jobs, 
will not long be able ro drink, game, ot 
whore, the Placemen wiil engrofs all 
the Sins as well as all the Money in the 
Nation. [I do not mention thofe as Grie- 
vances, they are good Effedéts of a very 
bad Caufe. 

But to keep more clofe to my Subje@, 
If Trade finks ia fome Articles, and rifes

Now it muft be allowed, that the

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and twenty years ago; yet as there is a

gant Tafte in Painting as bis Coach Horfe. 


I could name another, born a Begger, D 


educated a Clown, and finifhed a Fool, 
who hath amafs’d a Princely Fortune.— 
If I fhould reckon the whole Family, I 
could fhew that they have in the Space of 
twenty Years, without reckoning Jobs, 
receiv’'d much above half a Million Ster- 
ling ; but if every Shilling was got out of 


the Publick, we cannot be much the rich- E 


er.—All that we can fay is, noftra miferia 
magni funt. 

A Coffinemaker at Athens was fined for 
complaining of a bad Trade, becaufe his 
Trade depended upon Sicknefs and Mor- 
tality. When xn oy “here brag of a good 
Trade, they cught at leaft to be hanged ; 


for the Coffin-maker could have no Hand ¥ 


inthe publick Calamity that was to ine 
creafe his Trade, but the publick Miferies 
that have inrich’d the latter are due to 
them. 

Suppofe that falfe Accounts fhonid: be 
procured from the Cuftom-Houfe, to per- 


other Nation, we are proportionably much 
poorer. 

Upon the Whole it is to be fear’d, that 
thefe falfe Accounts of our Wealth 
are not rais’d with a good Defign; for 
thofe by whofe Dire&tions they are given 
out muft know, by the immenfe Increafe 
of their own Fortunes, that the Stock in 
the Hands of the People mult be much 
Jefs than it was,——they have nfed fuch 
ftrong Suckers, they have work’d the 
Pump almoit dry : a Recruit muft be 
poured in, before it can yield as it hath 
done, and telling the People’ of the 
Increafe of their Wealth in the prefent 
Diftrefs, looks like infuiting their Pee 


verty. 

The Civil Lift, thank God, is fuffici- 
ently greater than ever it was, and by 
feveral Savings and Acquifitions to it, a= 
mounts to near a Million per Annum. (See

P.S. The above-nam’d St Anthony of 
Padua was originally a Farrier, to whom 
the Papifts afcribe this very extraordinary 
Miracle.

* he was paring a Horft’s Hoof, his Hand

Te is reported that the Ruffiens now 
think themfelves at Leifure to regard 
the Intereft of the Queen of Hungary, 
who has very little Profpe& of Relief 
from any other Quarter. Nor is it 
very probable, that the Rufians whofe 
Dominions are at a great Diftance, who 


Reinforcements ; nor can it be with- B 2f¢ attacked on their own Borders, and 


out Amazement obferved, with what 
Indolence that Nation, which feems to 
have at prefent this Advantage over the 
reft of Ewrope,that it is wholly difengaged 
from Foreign Affairs, looks on the Dan- 
ger of that important Sertlement. 

Upon the fame {pecivus Pretences Kuli 
Khan has affembled an Army, and is pre- 

ing to attack the Frontiers of the 
Fs Empire. What his Succefs will be 
is not eafy to conjecture; but it may be 
fuppofed, that from Troops who have 
learned the Trade of War in Europe, he 
will find a Refiftance very different from 
that of the effeminate Indians. 

The Ruffans in the mean Time have 
obsain’dby the Motions of this formida- 
ble Monarch; a more {peedy Ratification 
of their Treaty with the Zurks than they 
could have expected, if the Ottoman Do- 
minions had been undifturbed, and are 
therefore enabled to apply all their For- 


whofe Government is {carcely eftablithed, 
will be able to defcat the powerful Com- 
bination, which has been formed by the 
French Influence, in order to raife the E- 
lector o1 Bavaria to the ImperialDignity. 

The Conduct of the Aufrians has not 
been fufficiently accommodated to the pre- 
fent Exigence; they refufed to comply 
with the King of Prujfia, though they 
could got oppofe him ; aud are now une 
der a Neeellity of yielding to him the 
Lower Silefia to the River Neifs, without 
obtaining thofe Advantages which might 
prubabiy have been gained by a more 
{peedy Accommodation. 

The greateft Part of the Princes who 
vote at the Choice of the Emperor have 
already declared for the Ele&tor of Ba- 
varia, and meer paffive Neutrality {ems 
to be all that can be hoped from the reft. 
His Britannick Majelty as Ele&tor of Haw 
over has fecured his Dominions by a par- 

olland 


ces to the War which the Swedes have E ticular Treaty. And the States of H 


declared againf® chem for the Recovery 
of the Provinces difmembered from their 
Monarchy in the Reign of the late Czar. 

The Event of this War, if we may 
draw any Prognoftication from its Begin- 
ning, will -fearcely advance the Power of 


the Swedes; for in their firft AGtion the 


Rufians obtained a complete Victory, © 
having at Wilmanfrand in Finland, with 
only the Lf of four hu dred ninety five 
Men, kitled four thoufand of the Swedes, 
and; taken one thoufand three hundred 
and fiity Prifoners. 

This Defeat, though it is not denied, 


feem inelin’d to follow his Example, be- 
ing equally cautious of acting againit the 
Kings of Praffia and of France ; the latter 
ot whoin has already three Armies in the 
Heart of the Empire. 

Thus the French are in Appearance 
Matters of che Enapire, and will probably 
extend their Influence fafter by the Power 
of Money than of Arms ; they have dif- 
burfed large Sums in many Parts of Ex« 
rope, and appear equally in a Condition 
to bribe or conquer. 

Whether their Power will extend to 
the Differences between Great Britain 


is yet much extenuated by the SwedijhG and Spain, it is not eafy to determine,

There has been pubiifh’d ia the Gazettes 
of this Country an Abftrat ofa Treaty 
of Defenfive As.iance, faid to be concluded 

the 
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the 18th of May laft, between the King of 
France and Elector of Bavaria. The fe- 
parate Articles of this Treaty are look’d 
upon with high Difpleafure, nay even 
with Indignation, by every Body here, 
who fay, that the bare reading of thofe 
Articles are fufficient to excite the Princes 
of Germany to oppofe with all their Might 
the Execution of them, efpecially if they 
have yet one Drop of German Blood left 
in their Veins. The sft and 3d feparate 
Articles particularly one would imagine 
could {Carcely be enter’d into by an Elec- p 
tor of the Empire. By the ift, the King 
of France engages himfelf to oblige the 
other Eleétors to give their Votes tor the 
Eleétor of Bavaria. It’s true the Ex- 
ae is amicably to give their Votes; 
ut can fuch a Modification fubfift with 
his Engagement to oblige? And in cafe 
that the End defign’d cannot be obtain’d C 
by Means of their Intrigues, which they 
cover with the Terms of ffrong Sollici- 
tations and wife Difpofitions, the King of 
France engages himtelf to make War a- 
gainft the Empire with 60000 Men, (which 
have already actually pafs’d the Rhine, 
and are extending themfelves to feveral 
Parts of Germany, and more Troops are 
afflembled near Landau) in order to brin 
the ill-defigning Powers, that is, thoes 
who fhajl take upon them to oppofe 
the French Meafures, to Reafon. By the 
3d Articie, the Elector of Bavaria en- 
gages himfelf, after being elected Em- 
peror, not to attempt to recover by Force E 
any of the Provinces, Towns, and States 
of the Empire, which the King of France 
thall have conguer’d ; but indeed it is fti- 
pulated, that in cafe his moft Chriftian 
Majefty fhould be at any Time difpos’d 
to refture them by T'reaty, it muft be on 
no other Condition than being re-imburs’d 
by the Empire forty-five Millions of Li- 
wes, with other extraordinary Charges, 
which he fhould have been at in making 
War upon the Empire in favour of the E- 
leGtor of Bavaria. It is eafy to imagine 
with what Eye the 6th Article is looked 
upon here, whereby the new Emperor 
entirely renounces the Barrier Treaty, by G 
confenting that the Places of the Barrier 
which France thall take fhe fhall irrevoc- 
ably keep. This is the Affair at prefent 
which moft perplexes the Government of 
the Republick. The Purport of the Trea- 
ties of the Kings of Poland and Prafia 
are impatiently defir’d to be known, as 
well with France, as with the Ele€tor of 
Bavaria. Great Things have certainly 
} been promis’d thofe two Princes, in order 
to determine them to come imo that Ale 
ance.

The Chinefe and other Inhabirants, 
Natives of the Ifland of Java, to the Nume 
ber of 50 or 60,000, having torm’d theme 
felves into a Body, came down to Batavia 
and intirely deftroy’d all the Plantations 
of Coffee, Rice, &c. that belong’d to the 
Dutch ; that they are almoft ftarv’d ; 
none of the Natives will fupply them with 
Provifions, or even deal with them, on ac- 
count of their Cruelty to the Chinefe and 
other Inhabirants of that Ifland. 


Private Letters from Cuba differ from 
what is publifhed in the Gazette. (See 
Pp 555.) and fay, that our Forces had 
taken the Town of Aguaina Anima ;--— 
that upon a Survey the Diftance from 
thence to St Jago de Cuba was 60 Miles, 
and the Way all covered with thick 
Woods, whicn would render the yo 8 
upon that Town two hard a Task for fo 
fmall a Body of Troops; but that they 
would make a Settlement there, and as 
they were in a wholefome, Coun- 
try aboundisg with Provifions, with a fine 
Bay for the Reception ot the Shipping, 
they would wait the Arrival of f{refh Suc- 
cours, which were impatiently expected, 
before they would advance any farther ; 
that by a Draught taken of the Harbour 
of St Fago it was difcovered, that the En- 
trance into the Port for feveral Miles was 
fo narrow, that only one Shipcouid fail 
a-breaft, which makes the Attack too 
hazardous by Sea.——That Admiral Ver- 
non had wrote an exhortatory Letter to 
the Land Officers, earneftly recommend. 
ing Unanimity as the moft certain Means; 
of Succefs, and cautioning them particu- 
larly to avoid fplitting on the Rock of 
Difcord, which had too lately been fo - 
tatal ro the Forces in America ; and that 
this friendly Admonition had been kind- 
ly received, and had che defired Eff-@, 
there being an entire Union and Hare 
mony among all che Troops. 

Letters ot Sept. 2, add, That Admiral 
Vernon was gone to St Jago, with three 
Men of War, to fee if he can attack it by 
Sea; that Sir Chaloner Ogle was to {ail 
for England, with 11 of the largeft Ships 
on O&eb. 1. and that at Carthagena an 
epidemacal Fever raged, which had car- 
ried off 4500 People.
